In  addition  to  his  teaching  duties  he  served  as  coach  of  both 


the  hockey  and  the  swimming  teams  from  1923  to  1931.  From 
1946  to  1949  he  assisted  our  famous  coach,  “Jim”  Duffy,  and 
contributed  to  the  good  name  and  fame  of  the  Jamaica  Plain 
High  football  teams  which  won  acclaim  throughout  Boston. 

Compasses,  rectangles,  triangles,  and  circles,  he  leaves  be¬ 
hind  in  the  classroom,  but  he  takes  with  him  the  best  wishes 
of  thousands  of  graduates  who  are  better  men  and  women, 
advanced  in  knowledge  and  character,  through  his  sincere 
devotion  to  duty. 

Those  of  us  who  are  now  in  our  Golden  Year  hope  that, 
like  the  gay  daffodils  of  the  poet  Wordsworth,  we  may — 
“Flash  upon  his  inward  eye
